As the latter is evidently pirated from the 
"Arcana" of 1752, it would not be surprising 
to find this work of 1779 also belonging to 
the same series of reprints.

From some source, now impossible to locate, the date 1716 has been indi- 
cated for the first edition, but this is not confirmed by any good authority, 
and it is highly improbable that there was any issue prior to 1718. ‘The ear- 
lier date may have been based on the dedication, which is signed: "“Augspurg, 
den 19. Martij, 1716 ... M. J. A. Stelly P." This dedication is not found in 
later issues, which show.no traces of authorship save the pseudonym "Isidorus 
Anthophilus", supplied in 1758. The original edition is entered under Stelly 
in the British Museum Catalogue; Cobres, "Deliciae Cobresianae" (1782), 2:667; 
J. Baer, Lager-Kat. 555, no.901; and Dultz, Ant.-Kat. 38, no.890; but later 
editions are almost invariably given as anonymous. We have been unable to 
find any biographical data about Stelly, whose name may even be a pseudonym, 
but who at least was an actual person, and the one chiefly responsible for 
the production of this book. 


The address to the reader is found in all copies examined, with slight 
change in form, altho later editions omit the date 1709, which shows when the 
work was compiled. According to this address Stelly does not claim the authe 
orship of the book. He says explicitly that it is not the product of his own 
"feeble mindM,) but only the work of his "insignificant penf, and that he had 
occupied himself in translating it from the original French during the severe 
winter of 1709. Thru the courtesy of the Comte du Fenouil, who had been his 
host in Paris, he had become acquainted with the distinguished author of the 
original work. These "Kunst-stiick" or garden precepts had not only been ex- 
tracted from the latest and best edition thereof, but improved observations 
on many topics had been directly furnished by the author himself. The major- 
ity of the "Arcana" at the end of the book had been sent to Stelly some years 
before by Johann Ludwig, Freiherr von Roll, "Ritter Schultheiss" of the free 
canton of Solothurn. The author (probably the first mentioned, not von Roll), 
had moreover been so gracious as to permit him to copy all his tulip and car- 
nation lore from his own manuscript, never before printed, 


Possibly Stelly himself believed in the original character of the work 
he translated, but its contents are largely if not wholly derived from well 
known 17th century books. A rough analysis of the first edition shows the 
following: A scheme of nomenclature for varieties of carnations based on 
their colors (p.38-40) is found in Laurent, "Abrégé pour les arbres nains 
et autres" (1675), p.108-114; and "Lorant's" method of breaking tulips (p. 
56-57) is taken from the same work, p.97-98. Incidentally, its author is 
called on p.38, "M. Porant Notaire de Laon) A curious "R&tzel" or riddle 
on tulip breaking (p.52-54), mentioned by Rev. Joseph Jacob in his bibliog- 
raphy in the Tulip Nomenclature Committee Report (1917), proves to be trans- 
lated from the equally unintelligible instructions in La Chesnée Monstereul,

"Le Floriste Frangois" (1654), p.174-175. A section entitled "Palingenesis" 
begins (p.62) with a brief summary of writings on the subject, and proceeds 
with detailed directions (p.63-66) for making any plant rise, phoenix-like, 
from its ashes. This is found in Vallemont, "Curiositez de la nature et de 
ltart sur la végétation", p.281-284 of the Dept. Agr. copy, published Paris, 
1711; but the work originally appeared in 1705, and had been translated into 
English and German before 1709. The “Appendix von sympathetisch- oder heimb- 
lichen wirckungen der natur" (p.108-111) has a familiar sound, but it has not 
yet been traced to any other work, and we have made no special effort to iden- 
tify the brief recipes, most of which are probably taken from other books. 


Granting that Stelly may have received the bulk of his "Arcana horten- 
sia" in its entirety from someone else, it could not possibly have been ob- 
tained from any one book. Nearly all the material we have identified is ta- 
ken from works printed at one time or another by Charles de Sercy, who, from 
the evidence of the publications themselves, mst have taken outrageous lib- 
erties with many of the books that came from his press, But, while some of 
these were reissued in garbled and mtilated editions by de Sercy and other 
printers, and altho the contents of this particular book might easily have 
been extracted and put together by some Frenchman, possibly even de Sercy 
himself, it does not appear that anything corresponding to the “Arcana hor- 
tensia" was ever published in French. So it seems as if Stelly's ingenious 
references to the distinguished original author may have been a mere fabri- 
cation intended to enhance the importance of his book, which actually was 
due solely to his diligence as a compiler. 


The title: "Arcana hortensia" vaguely suggests some other books, like 
De la Croyx, "Deliciae & arcana florum" (Céllen, 1697); Lucianus, "Manuduc- 
tio ad deliciae hortensés" (Constantiae, 1670); Miller, "Deliciae hortenses" 
(Stuttgart, 1709-10; said to be "vermehrt von Christian Anthophilus"); also 
Timotheus von Roll, "Newes blumen-biichlein" (Costantz, 1669). But altho it 
is possible that paragraphs from some of these may have been used in compil- 
ing the "arcanal,) none of the cursory comparisons that have been made show 
it to be definitely related to any of them. So far as the contents of the 
book have been identified, they are wholly taken from French publications, 
and nothing has been traced to any German work. 
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ARCANA HORTENSIA (cont.) 


Altho its contents consist chiefly of the fanciful ideas and supersti- 
tions then prevalent about plants, or perhaps because of this fact, "Arcana 
hortensia" must have been popular, for it want thru many editions, all re- 
taining the original absurdities, while some of the later ones include ad- 
ditional matter of some value. In the 1752 edition the address to the read- 
er is condensed, but the original text is otherwise unchanged. It occupies 
the first 102 pages, preceded by the original table of contents. Pages 1-86 
have @ running title, "Garten-geheimnissef\) which is not used on p.87-194, 
but is resumed in the section, "Von zubereitung eines blumen-gértleins*, pe 
195-370. At the end of the volume are contents for this section, which has 
some information of historical value, such as a list of Dutch carnations 
(p.203-206), with a supplementary list comprising French and English sorts 
(p.206-209); and an alphabetical catalog of tulip varieties (p.219-224), in- 
cluding many of the names in Strémer von Reichenbach's version of Mandirola 
(1679), tho not identical with his list. Pages 105-194, as in previous is- 
sues, are oceupied by the "Tractat vom nitzlichen baum-beschneiden und der 
rechten baum-zucht, insonderheit der zwerg-baéume samt einer verzeichniss des 
besten franz-obstes ... Durch Mons. René Daburon [sic]*\) which is translated 
from Dahuron, "Traité de la tailler des arbres fruitiers*, The last 50 pages 
of the 1752 edition contain further marvellous and fantastic garden recipes. 


The 1758 edition with title, "Wohlbewahrtes garten-buch ... von Isidorus 
Anthophilush J seems identical with the preceding. Altho published in a dif- 
ferent place, and supplied with the name of a supposed author, it is an ab- 
solute plagiary of some earlier issue. It is, however, on better paper than 
that of 1752, and, with due allowance for its doubly spurious origin, is to 
be preferred to it for purposes of actual consultation. 


There is a possibility that the "Wohlerfahrener blumen-, kichen-, baum- 
und kunstgartner" (Augsburg, 1779), listed by Kayser, Biicher-Lexikon, 1:83, 
under "Antophilus, Isidorusf\, may be an edition of the "Arcana hortensia",) 
There is no direct evidence of any connection between them, but the use of 
the name "Antophilus" (or "Anthophilus") is suggestive.

No 
names are given for the next few years, but De 
Grace and Verdier reappear in 1778, and the for- 
mer seems to have been responsible for the pub- 
lication from 1783 to 1797. He died in 1799, and 
it is not clear who was the editor at that tim, 
but from 1803 onward the initials of Mordant de 
Launay appear on the title page. Bolton's infer 
ence that the "Jardinier portatif" constituted a 
certain series of the "Bon jardinier" must have 
been due to the fact that De Grace, while editor 
of the latter, wrote a little manual of garden- 
ing Wer the former title. It was not an annual, 
but passed thra several editions, from the first, 
published Liége, 1769, down to 1801.

U. Se Department of Agriculture enters this under Bilderbeck, Chris- 
toph Lorenz von (1682-1740), on the authority of Baer, Ant.-Kat. 633, from 
which the book was purchased. This title is not, however, included among 
the works of Bilderbeck in Gtintz, Handb. Landw. Litt., nor can I find other 
good authority for this attribution. The title is entered as anonymous in 
Haller, Bibe Bot. 2:120, with the note: "Ex Vallemontio excerptum a Fride- 
rico ve Bresslau. und Aschaffenburg." 

Miltitz, Bib. Bot., col.295, enters the "“Entdeckte grufft”" under Valle- 
mont, as does Burchardt in Der Teutsche Obstg¥rtner, 16:125. Miltitz gives 
edse of 1749 and 1762; Burchardt gives eds. of 1747 and 1752, while Haller 
gives eds. of 1710, 1717, and 1752. 

Heller's note is explained by the fact that Vallemont's work, "Curio- 
sitez de la nature et de l'art sur la végétation" (lst ed., Paris, 1705), 
was translated into German by Ferdinand von Bressler und Aschenburg, whose 
preface is dated "Bressleu, den 23. Oct. 1708." This translation, entit- 
led: "Merckwirdigkeiten der natur und der kunst" (Bresslau, Durch die Bau- 
mannischen erben verlegt; druckts Johann Jancke, 1708), is in the library 
of the N. Y. Botanical Garden. 

The “Entdeckte grufft" (1710) has been compared with a copy of Valle- 
mont's "“Curiositez de la nature et de l'art sur la végétation", published 
Paris, 1711, and perhaps quite different from the original one. The pref- 
ace of the former begins with a paragraph or two from Vallemont, end pro- 
ceeds to announce a “Grosse geheimiss von vermehrung des korns, wie sol- 
ches wircklich versucht und practisiret werden", giving references to St. 
Paul (Epist. Rom. cap.I, v.20), to agriculture of Isaac (Genesis, cap.24, 
v.36), and to St. Theresa (L. de la Voye part. & L. du Chateau de l'ame 
cape, habit.9) 
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The first two chapters of the "Entdeckte grufft" are on means of mul- 

tiplying the. productivity of grains and application of the method to other 
plants. Cap.siii (p.55-80), "Von dem salpeter” é&c., is chiefly from Valle- 
mont, chapevi (p.159-201), "Le nitre est le sel de fecondité" &c. Cap.iv 
(pe81-88), "Von denen s&fften, deren nutzen" &c. is from Vallemont, chap. 
v (pel32-140). Capev (p.88-100), "Wie solche s&ffte im gemeinen leben, und 
sonderlich in der medicin gar heilsam zu gebrtuchen”" is also from Vallemont, 
chapev (p.141-158). Cap.evi (p.101-120), "Von der palingenesie" é&c. is from 
Vallemont, chap.x (p.260-300), "Le phenix végétal" &. 

As already noted, the Dept. of Agriculture copy ofVallemont may be a 
garbled one. It has a sub-title: "Obi l'on voit Le Secret de la multiplica- 
tion du B16, & les moyens d'augmenter considérablement le revenu des biens 
de la campagne”, but I find little of this. in the text. Possibly the first 
two chapters of the "Entdeckte grufft" are basedoon mtter which was found 
in the original edition of Vellemont but omitted from that of 1711. In this 
edition the first chapter is a eulogy of the joys of gardening, end chapters 
2-4 are on the physiology of plants, with some of the science of that period, 
but a tendency to stress the miraculous rather than the normal. Chapters 5, 
6, and 10 are reproduced in "“Entdeckte grufft", iii-vi. Chapters 7-9 are on 
the curiosities of vegetation. Chap.ell treats of a method of starting cut- 
tings in water, and concludes with a letter from J. Ligon, the King's botan- 
ist, to M. de la Malemaison, governor of Guadeloupe, dated Paris, April l, 
1708, and therefore an addition to the first edition of 1705. Chap.12 dis- 
cusses the philosophy of this principle of growing plants in water as knowm 
to the old philosophers and among the learned savants of recent times. 

No detailed comparison has been mde between the "Entdeckte grufft" and 
Bressler tind Aschenburg's German version of Vallemont. It my be the former 
was directly compiled from the latter, possibly by Bilderbeck, or possibly 
by Bressler himself. It my also be mentioned that the publisher of this 
1710 edition of “Entdeckte grufft", He F. Hoffmann of Zell, is connected with 


some other books of doubtful antecedents.

This tract was for the first time appended to 
Lawson's works, 2d ede, 1623, with Gervase Mark- 
ham's "Farwell te husbandry", 1625, and seems to 
have been included in all subsequent reprints of 
Lawson's works with those of Markham.

Severai bibliographers have regarded "L. Be", 
not necessariiy Louis Boulanger, as the author. 
Brit. Mus. enters under "B., Le", with queried 
attribution to Boulanger. Gibault, 1.c., says 
the work is sometimes credited to Boyceau de la 
Baraudiére, author of "Traité de la jardinage" 
(Paris, 1638), but inasmuch as Boyceau died be- 
fore his "Traité* was issued, it seems improb- 
able that he wrote this other work, which was 
published a number of years afterwards. 


In trying to solve the mystery of "Le jardi- 
nage des oeillets", a great deal of contempora- 
ry literature, especially material relating to 
the carnation, has been searched for clews. The 
initials "L. Be" have been carefully considered 
without results. There was a carnation amateur 
by name of Leonhardt Beer, who is credited with 
a *"Catalogus der nelken" (Leipzig, 1662), but it 
seems very unlikely that he could have been the 
"L. Be" of the present treatise. 


Another work of the same period on the carna- 
tion, which has likewise never been located, is 
"L'oeillet triomphant", Saumur, Desbordes, 1664. 
This is mentioned by F. Be Sieur de i'Ecluse in 
his "La flore sainte" (Saumur, 1675), 4s another 
work by himself. The Sieur de l'&cluse shows 
a fondness for moral and philosophical allusions 
probably equal to that of the author of "Le jar- 
dinage des oeillets" (fidé Ardéne); but on the 
other hand, his knowledge of the carnation is 
so limited that it is doubtful whether he could 
have composed the practical directions of the 
“Traité des oeillets", as reprinted in Morin's 
"Remarques necessaires".

Ard@ne speaks of the "Traité" only as being 
in the 1678 ed. of the "Remarques necessaires"; 
but as a matter of fact it was included in 1667 
and all subsequent eds., as shown by the entries 
for the "Nouvelle 6d., augmentée d'un Traité des 
ceillets". The paging of the "Traité" has been 
noted in very few eds. of the "Remarques", but 
it has apparently been reprinted without change 
down thru the last known ed. of 1704.

Nat. one would suppose that 
this had been reprinted as a rare work by Morin 
himself; whereas it is not rare, being found in 
most issues of his "Remarques", nor was it write 
ten by Morin, yor probably even edited by hin, 
as it appears to have been included in the work 
only as a publisher's venture.

It is not known how many issues may have appeared under above 
title, but in 1546 the tract was reissued as "Pflantzbiichlin der 
lustgérten," with the rest of the title substantially as in the 
1531 issue, and the added phrase: "Auss Theophrasto, Plinio, Var- 
rone, &c." The text, however, was unchanged in this issue, tho 
some additions were made in a succeeding one. 


The contents of the tract, tho they may easily have been taken 
from some work on general agriculture, have not so far been iden~ 
tified. The book suggests the rudimentary treatise on horticul- 
ture that accompanied an early French version of Crescenzi, and 
originally may have been appended to some such work. The matter 
may have been derived from classics like the Geoponika or Scrip- 
tores rei rusticae, as intimated in the "Pflantzbiichlin” (1546), 
put was probebly supplemented by experience and practical knowl- 
edge of gardening, tho of a very erude kind, burdened with many 
of the superstitious notions of the age.

One of the possibilities is that it was written to supplement 
a book of medical lore such as the "Regimen sanitatis.” In E. S. 
Rohde's "Garden of herbs" (1926) there is opposite p.98 a plate 
eredited to Platina, "De honesta voluptate" (1530). It represents 
a gardener at work among his plants, and is almost identical with 
the title vignette in the "Lustgarten” of 1531; hence it seems as 
if there might be some connection between the two books. The 1530 
edition of Platina in the U. S. Dept. Agr. does not, however, con- 
tain any figures, and there is nothing in the contents of the work 
to warrant the theory that the "Lustgérten" may be related to it. 
A close comparison of Miss Rohde's plate with the woodcut in the 
"Lustgdérten” shows they are not identical; but their variations 
suggest that either one may have been copied from the other, or 
both of them from some earlier original. 


Whether it is a direct translation or compilation from another 
work, or an original, if very elementary treatise, this is at any 
rate the earliest independently issued German book on gardening 
that has thus far come to light.

This appears to be absolutely anonymous, but 
has often been attributed to Samuel Felton, the 
author of "Gleanings on gardens" (1829) and "On 
the portraits of English authors on gardening" 
(1828, 2d ed. 1830). Johnson, Hist. Eng. Gard. 
treats the "Miscellanies" as anonymous, but un- 
der Felton's works (p.245-246), refers to him 
as a “literary sexagenarian." If this implies 
he was then in his sixties, he would have been 
rather young at the time the "Miscellanies" were 
published. Without conclusive proof of his auth- 
orship of this work, we hesitate to accept it. 

Moreover, Henry Cork advertised in 1951, Cat+ 
9, item 361, a copy of the "Elements of modern 
gardening", together with the "Miscellanies on 
ancient and modern gardening" (1785). The "Ele- 
ments" is doubtfully credited by the Brit. Mus. 
to Je Trusler, with the queried date 1800. But 
Johnson (pe244) treats the "Elements" as anony- 
mous, and definitely assigns its date as 1784. 
Finding these two anonymous works, very close 
in date and on kindred topics, bound together, 
suggests that the "Elements of modern gardening" 
and "Miscellanies on ancient and modern garden- 
ing" might well have been written by one person, 
possibly Trusler, Felton, of quite another. It 
seems possible that if by Felton, they may have 
been mentioned in reviews of his works published 
about 1829 or 1830.

There are several works of this or similar ti- 
tle, possibly related, possibly not. The earli- 
est seems to be one published at Osnabriick, 1674, 
by J. G. Schwander, with a preface by him, whence 
it appears that he is also its author. According 
to Clintz, Handb. Landw. Litt. 1:127, an apparent- 
ly new edition was published at Osnabriick, 1677, 
by Schwander, who stated therein that it had al- 
ready been published three years earlier (i.e., 
in 1674), but had been pirated by Fried. Schultes, 
who brought it out at Nérdlingen in 1677 as the 
"Schauplatz” of Johann Jakob Agricola. Inasmuch 
as the latter consists of four parts (See Glintz, 
l.c., 1:126), only two of which are on gardening, 
it looks as if it could not have been entirely 
derived from Schwaénder's slender volume. There 
is also a "Sorgfaltige haushalter, bestehend in 
einem baum-, ktichen- und blumengarten, recorded 
by Burchardt, Der Teutsche obstgartner, 15:391, 
with the date 1687, which may be an edition of 
Schwander's work. But "J. P. L. Sorgfadltiger 
hausvater" of Haller, Bib. Bot. 1:628, and the 
"Sorgfaliteer hausvater und geschéfftige Martha" 
(Magdeburg, 1684), are more probably editions of 
J. J. Becher's “Der kleine sorgfaltige haushalter 
nebst der geschaftige Marta," which, according to 
Giintz, 1:137, was also published by Schwander at 
Osnabriick, 1677. Inasmuch as Guntz had actually 
seen all three works, published in the same year, 
1677, it is not likely that he has confused them.

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HET VERMAKELYCK LANDT-LEVEN 


"Den nederlandtsen hovenier™ (Amsterdam, 1670), by Jan van der Groen, 
contains a privilege dated "Den 10. December, in *t jaer 1668," which was 
granted to Marcus Willemsz. Doornick for the publication of "Zeker Boeck, 
geintituleert Het Vermakel¥ck landt-leven, bestanden in drie deelen, eerst, 
den Verstandigen hovenier, ten tweeden, de Nederlandtsen hovenier ... ende 
ten derden, den Ervaren huys-houder, mitgaders de Verstandige Kock." This 
privilege was transferred by Doornick, June 30, 1677, to Michiel de Groot, 
and renewed by him or his successors, since later editions of "Het Verma- 
kelyck landt-leven" have a privilege dated 1711, granted for 15 years to 
Gijsbert de Groot. 


"Den verstandigen hovenier," by Petrus Nylandt, was first published in 
1669 as Deel I, probably the only part of "Het Vermakelyck landt-leven" is- 
sued in that year. Altho a work by Jan van der Groen was published by Door- 
nick in 1669, it was the French and German "Le jardinier hollandois ... Der 
niederlaéndische garten," later editions of which are entitled "Le jardinier 
du Pays-Bas"; and this does not appear to have ever formed part of "Het Ver- 
makelyck landt-leven." The Dutch text of van der Groen, "Den nederlandtsen 
hovenier," seems to have been first issued in 1670, numbered Deel I of the 
collective work, and in the same year Nylandt's book, "Den verstandigen ho- 
venier,” was reissued as Deel II, retaining this number in later editions. 
Deel III, "Den ervaren huys-houder, of Medicyn-winckel," or sometimes with 
reversed title, "De medicyn-winckel, of Ervaren huys-houder," is also by P. 
Nylandt but is not included in the present bibliography. 


Some of the bibliographical records do not show whether van der Groen's 
"Den nederlandtsen hovenier" and Nylandt's "Den verstandigen hovenier" were 
issued as parts of the "Vermakelyck landt-leven" or not. The combined work 
is apt to be bound in various ways, and often has no general title-page, but 
so far as we have seen, the actual numbering of Deel I and II is always the 
same. The following editions of Van der Groen have been listed: 1670, 1672, 
1679, 1683, 1686, 1687, 1696, 1721; and of Nylandt: 1669, 1670, 1672, 1679, 
1683, 1687, 1710, 1711.

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DER WOHLBESTELLTE GARTENBAU 


This title, which may represent several distinct books, has been at- 
tributed to various authors, and often treated as anonymous. Its issues 
cover a period of at least sixty years or more. 


1702. The earliest in point of time was published at Wolffenbtittel 
in 1702, and is entered by Miltitz, Bib. Bot., col.295, as "Hemlers Wohl- 
besteliter gartenbau," a mere variation in spelling from "Henders Wohlbe- 
stellter gartenbeu" of the same date, cited by Burchardt, Teutscher obst- 
gartner, 15:392 (after Zink, p.249). Burchardt moreover says this is by 
"Christ. Helwing," possibly a typographical error for Christoph Helwig, 
but no work of this title or nature has been credited to Helwig by other 
bibliographers. We cannot identify any writer by the name of Hemler or 
Hender, nor do we find any book with this title actually issued in ETO2 
altho it is not impossible that there was an edition of Dahuron's work 
in that year. See below, under 1705 and 1723. 


1703. The next in chronological order is one attributed to Le Gendre 
by Burchardt, Teutscher obstgartner, 15:385 (after Rohr, Haushaltungs-Bib. 
p.371), which is said to be published at Hannover and Wolffenbtittel, 1703. 
This is probably the German version of Le Gendre, "La maniére de ecultiver 
les arbres fruitiers,” with title "Pflantzung frucht-tragender baéume,” in 
Pieter van Aengelents "Verst&ndige garten-meister" (Hannover, 1703). It 
is apparently translated from a Dutch version by Jan Commelin; hence not 
only this portion but also the work of van Aengelen is sometimes attribu- 
ted to Commelin. As this book was many times reissued, it may account for 
several citations of the "Wohlbestellter gartenbau." However, there is no 
reason to suppose that Le Gendre's work ever came out with this title. 


1705. Seguier, Bib. Bot., p.407, and Miltitz, Bib. Bot., col.295, 
give a "Wohlbestellter gartenbau, oder Griindliche anweisung," said to be 
by "A. De. Jo” or "A. D. I.,” and published Leipzig, H. F. Hoffmann, 1705. 
This i8 almost certainly an earlier edition of the book of the same title 
by René Dahuron, published 1723, and has been entered under his name, al- 
tho it has not yet been completely identified as his work. 


1715. Another edition of the German version of Le Gendre came out 
in this year, but may not have been cited as "Wohlbestellter gartenbau."™ 
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DER WOHLBESTELLTE GARTENBAU (cont.) 


1723. "Der wohlbestellte gartenbau, oder Griindliche anweisung, wie 
ein kiichen-, blum- und baum-garten wohl anzulegen und in stand zu erhal- 
ten sey,” published Zelle, 1723, has been definitely credited to Dahuron 
in Dultz, Ante-Kat. 3, no.793. It answers to an entry in Miltitz, Bib. 
Bot., col.299, for a 3d ed. of Dahuron's "Vollstaéndiger garten-bau," of 
which a 5th ed. was published at Weimar and Zelle, 1738. Since we can- 
not definitely place the lst, 2d, and 4th editions of this book, it seems 
likely that Miltitz' record of the 3d was taken from some edition with the 
later title, while the 3d ed. was actually issued as "Wohl@bestellter gar- 
tenbau,"” with the change of title occurring later. 


1763. Altho the German version of Le Gendre was issued in L715, 2734, 
1738, 1741, 1751, 1754, 1763, 1772, and possibly other years, only the is- 
sue of 1763, together with the original of 1703, has been referred to the 
"Wohlbestellter gartenbau."® 


1793. A copy of Dahuron's "Wohlbestellter gartenbau," described as 
"Neue auflage" and said to be published in 1793, was advertised by Fried- 
lander, Cat. 475, p.48; but it seems almost certain that this date was a 
typographical error, possibly for 1723. Altho Dahuron's book went thru 
a good many editions under varying titles, it is rather improbable that 
any of his works were reissued as late as 1793. 


Finally, it seems reasonable to assume that, while some of the fore- 
going citations of "Wohlbestellter gartenbau" cannot be referred to Dahu- 
ron, the only veritable book published with this title is pretty certain- 
ly identified with his name.
